REMOVAL OF THE STATE P1USON. 


The Carson Index of recant data has 


the subjoined: 


The Reno JOURNAL in a length; edi- 


torial opens the discussion as to the 
propriety of removing the State Prison 
to Eeno. 
It claims that to maintain 


the Prison at Carson it costs $50,000 
per annum more than tha profits on 
conviot labor amount to, and that this 
condition of affairs will remain in per- 
petuity unless manufactures to be run 
by water power can be introduced into 
the Prison. 
Th« JOUBNA.L therefore 


perceives the necessity of the proposed 
removal as a meana of economy to the 
State. 
It points with some evident 


pride to the walls which were built un- 
der the Bradley regime and concludes 
that the proposition to erect a series of 
prison buildings within the enclosure 
will meet with very little practical oppo- 
sition. 


The people of Ormsby county will 


very naturally object to this programme, 
but wbcthsr it will b» at all effectual re- 
mains to be seen. Our delegation two 
years ago, in the Legislature, did not 
stand up with any adequate resistance 
or strength to oppose the location of 
the Insane Asylum nt Beno. It was 
then felt by our people that the build- 
ing of the Asylum at that point was but 
the entering wedge to further proceed- 
ings 01 the same character against the 
interests of Ormsby. It is greatly to be 
doubted whether the Y. & T. Railroad 
will not favor the removal of the prison 
just as it favored the Asylum proposi- 
tion two years ago. 


Wo are glad the JOUBNAL has come 


out frankly on the Prison question and 
stated its position. Ormsby people can 
now look on with interest and see the 
course and results of the game during 
the coming Legislative session. 


The Index, it will be noticed, does 


not attempt to refute any of the asser- 
tions made by the JOURNAL but seem- 
ingly contents itself with the natural 
declaration that the people of Ormsby 
will interpose objections to any chang* 
of location. The JOURNAL expects that 
Carson will use every means in its pow- 
«r to prevent the removal, and, if nec- 
essary, will repeat the tactics of 1881, 
for if Dame Bumor can be believed, the 
sum of $1,500 was placed where it 
would do the most good at that time to 
secure the indefinite posponemeut by 
the Assembly of the bill that passed 
the Senate. The manipulators of the 
lobby will undoubtedly be on hand 
as usual this Winter, at Carson, and 
their professional services are gener- 
ally at the command of the highest 
bidder. The Index cannot but admit 
that the Prison in its present loca- 
tion has been and ever will be an ex- 
pense ol $50,000 p«r annum to the tux- 
payers of Nevada. It ought to be able 
to see that there is a chance for a change 
for the better by removing it to Beno. 
The sum of $50,000 will complete the 
n«w Prison at Kano. The State can 
well afford to spare this sum now in 
order to save ten times as mnol in ths 
years to come. Should the Legislature 
decide to allow the Prison to remain 
where it is we hope to have the Index 
offer sore* practical suggestions relative 
to its management which will result in 
the cost of the maintenance being re- 
duced, even to such, an extent, if possi- 
ble, as will remove all reasons for any 
person wishing'tor its removal to any 
other point. 


"MOROTMEKIUW." 


Carson might possibly survive the 


loss of the Prison, but Reno now has 
good cause to rejoice over her implaca- 
ble adversary. 
P 'ofessor Marsh has re- 


cently published a paper before the Na- 


/ tional Academy of Sciences on the sup- 


posed footprints discovered within the 
Prison enclosure at Carson, and discards 
the theory advanced by the Professors 
and savants of San Francisco and the 
shrimp scientists of Carson that the im- 
pressions were made by pre-historio 
man. Prof. Marsh inclines to the be- 
lief that they were made by a gigantic 
elotb, which he hag designated the 
"Morotherium." 
If Carson can sur- 


vive this blow then Reno can boast that 
she is a foeman worthy of her steel. 


Will not fee There.

A MllllOBnlre'B SluffNlitr Career. 


The career of John Goldenberg, who 


lately died at Weisbaden worth many 
millions ol dollars, was a strange one. 
He never.spoke of his origin, bat he 
was prpbably bern in Galioia. Circum- 
stances led him, while still a young man, 
to the Levant, and finding no foothold 
here, be turned his steps towards the 
East, and eventually found himself in 
Surmah. He had no sooner crossed 
he border than he was stopped by a 
>arty of natives, who proceeded to ran- 
sack his pack, which he carried over his 
shouldsi. Among other articles they 
'ound a box of pomade, which, to his 
am azement they began to eat with great 
apparent relish. This incident led him 
o reflect that among such a barbarous 
>eopl« a clever European might mako 
lis fortune. He began his operations 
by trading in teak-woed, and having at 
ength secured the favor of the King by 
making the first coined money ever seen 
n Burmab, he obtained a monopoly of 
;he teak forests and advanced rapidly to 
;reat prosperity. In 1876 he returned 
» Europe by way of Festh, where he 
married a young girl, from whom he was 
soon separated. Last Spring he made 
;ue acquaintance of Ina Moeller, an 
Austrian pianist- (whose more famous 
sister is the actress Fiauleiu Lsnau), 
and last August he married her in Lon- 
don. He died suddenly in Wiesbaden 
on September 27th, while they were 
making a wedding tour of Germany. 
His wife is the sole heir of his vast 
property. 


Tlie State University, 


The Tuscarora Times-Review says: 


"Every now and then the question is 
asked of us where shall we send our 
boys for training and education? The 
inquiries are ge nerally propounded with 
regard to the merits of the various 
schools in California, while the exist- 
ence of the State University at Elko is 
entirely ignored. 
By recommending 


the sources of education in a foreign 
State, we do injustice to ourselves and 
to an institution which, if better pat- 
ronized, would in due course of time 
be able to rival similar institutions iu 
other States, 
The Principal of the 


Elko University is a man qf no mean 
attainments. As an instructor of youth 
he has many admirable qualities. Kind, 
genial and pains-taking, he inspires his 
pupils with both confidence and ambi- 
tion. 
The surroundings of the Insti- 


tute are as pleasing and attractive as 
can be found in a State where its jew- 
els are far beneath the surface, and its 
adornments in the line of foliage anc 
verdure are confined to sagebrush, with 
an occasional sprinkling of oodar and 
cottonwood. 
To students from abroad 


no community presents more compan- 
ionable and 
home-like associations. 


Elko bus resolved itself into a sober, 
even-paced and orderly town. 
They 


take pride in the mental and moral 
growth of the children submitted to 
their charge, and being far removed 
from the cosmopolitan institutions ol 
California, the students escape many 
of the allurements to vice which college 
life creates." 


Uoat-ralslng iu Texas. 


The newspapers of Texas state that 


very snccessful efforts have been made 
to raise Angora goats on a large scale in 
that State. In ths western part of the 
State there are, it is stated, millions of 
acres of rooky, hilly undergrowth of 
live oak that will not support one sheep 
to twenty acres, one cow to forty acres, 
or one horse to fifty acres, and are, in 
fact, utterly worthless, except for the 
use of goats. These animals can be 
herded in large flocks with perfect safety 
and to advantage. A stock-raiser in 
Western Texas has ou«i herd of 2,000 
graded Angoras, lioided by one Mexican. 
In a report to the National Association 
of Wool 
Manufacturers, at Boston, 


Mats., he says that his goats "can be 
located in Summer eight miles from 
their watering-place, and drink once iu 
three days, returning to camp the same 
day—a great item in a dry country. 
They can be raised, and thrive best, on 
land worth fifteen to twenty-five cenls 
per acre; they are subject to no disease 
whatever; they will protect themselves 
against wolves or dogs, and last but not 
least, they came home five times out of 
six if lost on the range." There is, he 
urges, "not a more agreeable or pretty 
pursuit iu the world than raising An- 
gora goats;" uud be'adds that although 
he breeds cattle, horses, and has 3,400 
head of Merino ewes, he would, with a 
little more encouragement as to the sale 
of hair of first quality, be inclined to 
give up oil interest in other stock, and 
keep only his "intelligent and valuable 
Angoras."

A Remnvkable Salt. 


About two years ago a wealthy man 


named Paige, whose wife was still asleep 
in the fourth story of a burning hotel at 
Oahkosh, Wisconsin, offered uny person 
$5,000 if he would rescue her dead or 
alive. 
At great peril of his life, the as- 


sistant-engineer of the fire .Department 
brought down her dead body. 
After the 


funeral was over, however, Mr. Paige 
did not seem to appreciate her at the 
same value which he put upon her dur- 
ing the panic and crisis of the calamity. 
So he refused to pay the reward on the 
ground that the fireman was bound to do 
his official dnty, and could not contract 
•with a private party for a reward. The 
lower court sustained this view, but 
lovers of fair play and haters of cur- 
mudgeoucy wilt be glad to know that 
the Supreme Court reverses this judg- 
ment and orders the reward paid, be- 
cause the official duty ol the fireman 
did not compel him to lisk his own life 
in order to rescue others. Firemen, un- 
like soldiers, do not contract to risk 
their lives in the service. 


A CURIOUS PERFORMANCE. 


About a week ago Colonel Shaw, edi- 


tor of the Enterprise, addressed a coufi. 
dential ciicular to members of the jour 
nalistic profession relative to the Reek- 
Anderson case. The purpose of the 
author _ of the circular was simply to 
have ne'wspoper men combine and ren- 
der such assistance in the matter as 
would result in securing all the evidence 
possible in the case. It was such a cir- 
cular as, while 
containing nothing 


which any man might not read, wat in- 
tended for the eyes of newspaper men 
alone. It was not to be supposed that 
a single paper in the State would violate 
the rule of etiquette to publish a cir- 
cular upon the margin of which the 
word "Confidential" was printed. The 
rule was violated, however, and by the 
Eureka Sentinel.—[Carson Appeal. 


Auotlier Polar Expedition. 


The frozen regions of the North are 


still as fascinating as ever to the ad- 
venturous spirits of the world. 
The 


Naples journals allude with natural sat- 
isfaction to the Danish Polar expedi- 
tion which left Copenhagen on the 18th 
of July. Lieutenant Alberto da Benzis, 
a Neapolitan, who holds a commission 
in the Italian navy, had been admitted 
to take part in the expedition. De 
Renzis writes, on the 2d of August from 
Vardoe, the extreme port of northern 
Europe, to Prince De Teuno, President 
of the Geographical Society, and gives 
the following details of the programme 
of the enterprise: "The Dymphua is to 
weigh anchor on the 3d instant for the 
Sea of Kara. The object of the expedi- 
tion is to reach Cape Celinskin, the ex- 
treme promontory of Asia, and thence 
make its way to the North. 
The 


Dymphua is a vessel of 150 tons, and 
has on board six scientific men and a 
crew of fourteen persons, all Danes ex- 
cept myself (De Beuzis). She carries 
provision for twenty-seven mouths, and 
is commanded by Signer Hovgard, an 
officer of the Danish navy, who took 
part with Lieutenant Bove in the cele- 
brated expedition of Nordenskjold."

The present town of Tnsoarora IB two 
and a naif miles in an easterly direction 
from the place which prior to the devel- 
opment of the Grand Prize was, known 
by that name. Some eight or ten white 
men and a hundred and fifty or more 
Chinamen constituted the entire popu- 
lation of the town. Placer or deep dig- 
gings was the principal mining inter- 
est attended to. The Beard brothers, 
fresh from a good olean up in Newark 
district, after constructing the old fort 
khown as the adobes, on MoCau Creek, 
turned their attention to lead or ledge 
locations. On the slope of the moun- 
tains and in the gulches that have been 
known as Euieka, Garden endShoeoraft 
gulches, over three hundred thousand 
• dollars in gold dust has been taken out, 
and at the head of these gulches old 
quartz prospects naturally looked for 
the "mother of gold," and honce numer- 
ous locations were made.

The ledges on the South end are found 
to be very large and well defined, but 
thus far in< silver have been found to 
compare favorably with other and later 
locations. Cutting this xeference to the 
old district short, will say that the Tor- 
nodo, and Modoo, belonging to the 
Beard brothers, and the Basin and oth- 
er mines owned by Wm Ford, bid fair 
to become valuable properties, and that 
during the Winter they will.be thorough- 
ly prospected with every hope of bring- 
ing light rich deposits of gold and sil- 
ver ore. Where so much gold has been 
found in the gulches, its fountain head 
cannot be far away.
